Seelye Bixler spoke on Faith for Our Faltering Feet.

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“When It Is Dark, You Can See the Stars” 


KATHERINE GILLETTE BLYLEY

After discussing the disturbance and 
anxiety which are taking the place 
formerly occupied in the American 
mind by optimism and a belief in 
progress, in our power to do a good 
job, President Blyley said: 

I choose to talk briefly about two 
concepts which I venture to hope may 
halt some of the frightening spectres 
that threaten personal living and the 
social order. 

In the first place, we are leaving off 
the worship of the “Goddess of Rea- 
son” with a capital R. The Age of 
Enlightenment passed on a great 
legacy. It trained us to objectivity 
and finally, directed us to specializa- 
tion. But now we know that perfect- 
ability in the social state or within 
the individual being will never come 
by Reason alone. The Emotions are 
a powerful part of man, too. They 
need as intense cultivation as the Rea- 
son. We need to put in balance the 
mind and the heart, the mind and the 
spirit. 

In this restoration of balance 
emerges the importance of what must 
be our profound concern for values. 
The thought process that is trained to 
lead only to logical, intellectual con- 
clusions can dehumanize civilization. 
What can save us from the devalua- 
tion of the human spirit?

It is obviously, the cultivation and 
practice of that Art of arts, never well 
understood or practiced, which should 
claim as its handmaidens all the dis- 
ciplines known to education, namely 
the art of Human Relations. 

There is a second concept, which 
cheers and heartens. It is a growing 
recognition and comprehension of the 
unity of civilization. Man has accepted 
the principle that the tribe is one or 
that the nation is one. Countless wars 
have been fought to preserve these 
units; no title is rated more ignomini- 
ous than the “traitor” who betrays his 
country. The beginning of a larger 
conception is stirring the minds and 
imaginations of men. 

Man has an imaginative, inventive, 
rational, philosophic, religious mind 
everywhere. If we accept this, we 
must respect all men for their talents, 
their contribution to civilization, their 
mores, the best in their culture. Once 
this conception is fully grasped and 
implemented, demagogues cannot 
whip up tensions on the basis of su- 
perior and inferior races, and one of 
the greatest causes for war will be 
eliminated. 

Granted then, the necessity of 
stressing value judgments and the 
more general acceptance of the con- 
cept that civilization is one, what are 
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the implications for higher education 
and for Deans of Women? 

Do you remember in the dark days 
of the last war after Dunkerque, his- 
torian Charles Beard was asked to give 
his opinion of the outcome of the con- 
flict? He made four statements: 


“The mills of the gods grind slow- 
ly but they grind exceedingly fine.” 

“When it gets dark, you can see the 
stars.” 

“The bee fertilizes the flower that 
it robs.” 

“Whom the gods would destroy, 
they first make mad.” 


“When it gets dark, you can see the 
stars.” 


It is dark enough so that higher 
education ought to be able to see cer- 
tain directives. In the dark those stars, 
which are the precious assets of our 
society, should shine more clearly. 

Surely higher education has a great 
role in structuring the future. In the 
first place, it develops free inquiry, 
without which there can be no social 
or individual liberty. In the second 
place, higher education can offer to 
the most gifted of our American youth 
the opportunity for the development 
of full potentialities to the end that 
personality reaches the highest social 
and individual satisfaction. Higher 
education has the greatest opportunity 
that has ever come its way to give 
leadership to the cultural pattern of 
this country and thence to the world. 
The dean of women by virtue of the 
importance of her office in the scheme 
of things has a role to play. 

In these concluding remarks I am 
accepting certain postulates; I accept 
them because I believe they are sound 


educational principles and because I 
believe women as well as men should 
be in key positions to help shape the 
thought patterns of our future citi- 
zens. 


1. That women in our cultural pat- 
tern have certain needs and responsi- 
bilities which should be presided over 
on the campus by a guidance officer 
who is a woman. (And I will not be 
accused of a feminist point of view. I 
still need to be shown the man’s col- 
lege that would say “the best person 
regardless of sex should have the 
job,” and then appoint a woman! ) 


2. That this dean of women, and I 
believe the historic title of dean to be 
preferable to all others, by virtue of 
her office should be a member of the 
top policy-making group in the insti- 
tution working directly under the 
president. 


Only in her place of responsibility 
and leadership and not as a piece in a 
pipe-line no matter how beautifully 
streamlined it is, can the dean of wom- 
en take her place in the exciting edu- 
cational program of the immediate 
future, and she has much to con- 
tribute. 


What group has stressed value 
judgments more than deans of women 
in the personalized counseling situa- 
tions where they spend half their 
days? 

What group has done more to cul- 
tivate sound human relationships be- 
tween groups in the microcosm of 
campus life than the dean of women? 

What group has tried to cultivate 
the social personality as over against 
the egocentric personality more than 
the deans of women? 
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What group has understood any 
better the inter-relation of social fac- 
tors in the structuring of personality? 

Bless your hearts, the psychologists 
are just beginning to catch up with 
you! 

It is dark enough in the world to- 
day to make certain facts and respon- 
sibilities about the education of wom- 
en stand out in bold relief. We have 
a debt to pay to democracy, and wom- 
en are the greater debtors, for they 
have gained more from democracy 
than any form of government in the 
long history of the world. Democracy 
asks in return for freedom, alert, ac- 
tive, conscientious citizenship. Edu- 
cation should accept gladly the re- 
sponsibility of training students in 
service to society. 

How do we develop skill in human 
relations? How do we generate the 
desire in individuals, particularly in 
women, to be active and responsible 
citizens? 

As an educator of women living in 
a democracy, I feel committed to try 
to turn out graduates who will not 


say: “I won’t, I can’t, I’m too busy.” 
What they are really saying too often 
is: “I have my bridge clubs, and I’m 
not interested,” or “I’m scared, and I 
don’t know how.” 

I believe women educators have a 
great responsibility, and I lay that re- 
sponsibility on ourselves. Let women 
students learn from us by precept, by 
example, by cooperative and imagina- 
tive planning, by projects boldly con- 
ceived and bravely executed, the 
necessity for women to*increase their 
civic and political activities in the 
grass-roots of their communities. Let 
education for social responsibility lead 
women on and on into national and 
international “Housekeeping,” where 
they are, as yet, unwanted and inept. 
Within the microcosm of the campus 
and the activities of student life may 
we train and inspire them to appre- 
ciate above all, the need for sound 
intercultural relationships as the basis 
for sound international relationships 
to the end that it may be our destiny 
to pass on our cultural heritage from 
generation to generation. 





Many deans have already made 
their contribution to our understand- 
ing of what the Dean of Women in 
colleges, universities and teachers col- 
leges really does.

A Faith for Our Faltering Feet* 


J. SEELYE BIXLER 


I wish I could feel that this talk 
of mine would bring you the things 
that you want to have said. It is with- 
out shame that I confess that I have 
agonized over it. You have asked 
me to talk about values in our modern 
world. There is no subject of greater 
importance or on which all of us stand 
more greatly in need of light. Is it 
not also true that there is no subject 
on which we are more confused? Yet 
what good is our teaching unless it 
deals with values and shows what they 
are and how they should be acted on? 

As a basis for a discussion of values 
I thought I would make a few sug- 
gestions about the faith that underlies 
our teaching. What faith is it that we 
really profess? You may remember 
that one Sunday morning at the River- 
side Church Dr. Fosdick noticed an 
unfortunate juxtaposition of items on 
his church calendar. The calendar 
read: 


Hymn 955, Congregation Stand- 
ing. 

Sermon by Dr. Fosdick: “What 
are you standing for?” 


So my question is: What is it that 
we most truly want to stand for? Be- 
fore I came out here I dropped in for 
tea with some Colby girls and told 
them I was trying to get ready a talk

of Women. “What shall I say to the 
deans?” I asked. One girl, and she 
happened to be one of the best of the 
lot, replied: “Tell them to try to un- 
derstand us.” 

Presumably my surprise at this re- 
tort did not show in my face, but you 
may be sure that it was genuine. “Is 
that the best you can do!” I said to 
myself. “Do you really want me to 
ask the Deans to try to understand 
you? Haven’t the deans and the rest 
of us been doing nothing else, lo these 
many years? Haven’t we read books 
and written books on the problem of 
understanding our youth and agon- 
ized over the problem as over no oth- 
er? Why don’t you students see more 
clearly what we are trying to do? 
Isn’t it about time that you tried un- 
derstanding us for a while? Is it im- 
possible that you should view with 
sympathy our side of the problem?” 

You may have heard about some 
travelers who lost their way and had 
to ask a boy sprawled on the grass be- 
side: the road to direct them. “Can 
you tell us the way to Memphis?” 
they asked. 

“No,” said the boy, “I don’t know 
the way.” 

“Would your father know?” 

“My father’s in jail.” 

“How about your mother?” 
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“She’s in the hospital.” 

“Your brother?” 

“No, he’s in the reform school.” 

“Your sister?” 

“She’s in the home for the feeble 
minded.” 

“Well, isn’t there anyone else in the 
family?” 

“Oh yes, I’ve got another brother.” 

“Where is he?” 

“Why, he’s in Harvard Univer- 
sity.” 

“Harvard University! What’s he 
studying there?” 

“Studying?”, the boy replied. “Oh, 
he aint studyin’ nothin’. They’re 
studyin’ him!” 

The fact is we have been studying 
our students for so long that it seems 
time to raise the question whether we 
shouldn’t direct our attention to an- 
other quarter. Of course I’m not 
suggesting that we should pay no at- 
tention to our students. But my ques- 
tion is whether we may not serve 
them best in the long run if we do 
not concentrate so éxclusively on their 
needs of the moment. A few years 
ago we used to hear a great deal about 
the “student-centered curriculum.” 
It was an important conception and 
we should never lose sight of it. But 
there is some evidence, such as the 
interest today in what is called a “core 
curriculum,” that the pendulum is be- 
ginning to swing the other way. A 
core curriculum lays down rules as to 
what students should study. It is not 
so popular with students as is the elec- 
tive system. But at least it avoids the 
fault of the elective system in that it 
does not assume that the student has 


at the beginning of his college course 
a kind of maturity that comes only at 
its completion. 

After all, a teacher schould be able 
to teach his students something that 
they don’t already know. The art of 
teaching is one of the arts of leader- 
ship and a leader is useful only if he 
knows where he is going. Our empha- 
sis on the student-centered curriculum 
went so far that at times we seemed 
to follow the students instead of lead- 
ing them. Of course the kind of 
leadership we require in education is 
that of persuasion and not force but 
the real question is how we can be 
faithful to the ideals of persuasiveness 
and yet lead students toward the ac- 
knowledged rational goals of human 
life without too much stumbling and 
random experimentation on their part. 


About a week ago I talked to the 
Amherst Alumni Association of Bos- 
ton and, as is the custom of old gradu- 
ates, I found myself reminiscing. It 
was almost shocking to realize that I 
entered college in the dim ages of 
thirty-five years ago. But it suddenly 
struck me that thirty-five years ago 
actually was in another era. The 
nineteenth century ended and the 
twentieth century began in 1914. As 
we look back to the years before 1914 
when some of us entered college it 
seems as though we were at that time 
incredibly naive. We knew nothing 
of the terrible forces of destructive- 
ness lurking beneath the surface of 
social life. Yet though ignorance 
never is good, this particular kind of 
naiveté was not wholly bad. For it 
was the kind which takes for granted 
that decency and righteousness are the

natural order of events in social as in 
individual life. 

Now such a view is naive, as I have 
said, nevertheless it is based on a kind 
of faith which seems to reach further 
than the dogmas on which we are now 
forced to act. With all its blindness, 
the nineteenth century was yet a pe- 
riod in which democracy was trying 
itself out as a method of persuasive- 
ness, of personal give and take, of 
pliancy and yielding and compromise 
for the sake of ends more readily won 
that way. But the twentieth century 
brought the rise of totalitarianism 
where personal debates and attempts 
at persuasiveness are no longer in or- 
der. In this century a man says to his 
opponent: “Agree with me or be 
shot.” Persuasion has given way to 
violence. Can it be restored? 


Last Saturday morning I went out 


to the Museum of Science and Indus- 
try here in Chicago and had what was 
almost a religious experience. I hope 
that during your stay here you who 
come from out of town will have a 
chance to visit that magnificent in- 
stitution. The guide took me first to 
the nuclear physics exhibit, then to 
the fascinating exhibit of chemistry. 
But most important of all was the sec- 
tion devoted to biology. I visited the 
part which dealt with the truths about 
sex and thought to myself: “We live 
not only in a war-torn world, but in 
a sex-torn world, where the theme of 
sex is played up so constantly and in 
so unbalanced a way that it is opening 
deep fissions in our culture. But the 
cure,” I thought, “must be found in 
just such an objective and scientific 
treatment of the facts as this exhibit 


offers.” We talk so often of science 
as if it had nothing to do with values. 
But here was science shot through 
with value significance. It seemed to 
me impossible that adolescent boys 
and girls could see these things and 
not come away with a new reverence 
for knowledge and its dignity and in- 
ner worth and especially for knowl- 
edge in this particular area. For, 
after all, knowledge does mean power, 
and knowledge can mean control, and 
the sheer impact of knowledge like 
this on the mind of the growing boy 
or girl ought to bring respect for truth 
and along with it freedom from selfish 
appetite or personal caprice. In other 
words, this exhibit offered another il- 
lustration of the potential influence of 
mind, and it is this influence that we 
must cultivate and find out more about 
if we are to use the arts of persuasion. 

Do you remember how Plato makes 
Socrates discuss these things in the 
Dialogue called the Meno? Socrates 
remarks there: “Some things I have 
said of which I am not altogether con- 
fident. But—that we shall be better 
and braver and less helpless if we 
think that we ought to inquire than 
we should have been if we indulged in 
the idle fancy that there was no use in 
trying to know what we do not know 
—that is a theme upon which I am 
ready to fight, in word and in deed, 
to the utmost of my power!”” In these 
words Socrates explains what we can 
only call an absolute of the mind. 
“You can’t take away my right to in- 
quire,” he says, “because if you try, 
you assume the same right for your-

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self. As soon as you open your mouth 
to speak you presuppose the rules of 
rational discourse.” But this is simply 
to say that the very effort to argue or 
to speak assumes all that goes with 
freedom of belief and opinion, and all 
that goes with confidence in reason it- 
self. You may call this a trick of the 
mind’s working if you wish, but it is 
an important trick. It is so important 
that I ventured a moment ago to call 
it an absolute. Socrates is one of those 
who helps us to see in what sense it is 
an absolute. For Socrates this was not 
only a rule for thought but a goal for 
the emotions and an object for our 
highest loyalty. 

So if we are to lead as teachers I 
think we must enter at least to some 
extemt into Socrates’s point of view. 
We should bring vividly to our stu- 
dents’ attention the claims of mind, 
helping them to see that, rightly un- 
derstood, the rules of the life of mind 
have an inescapable claim on us and 
promise us, in their turn, that to which 
our hearts can respond. We who are 
deans or presidents or janitors or 
what-not should remember that our 
job is to provide conditions where 
teachers can teach in this way and 
where the glories and rewards and 
loyalties of the life devoted to the 
interests of the intellect will be made 
clear. 


Progressive education has done 
great things for us. But it also in some 
ways has done us a disservice because 
it failed to keep the strictly intel- 
lectual aim clearly in view. That a 
student must be interested in his work 
is of course profoundly true. But it 


is also true that he may easily become 
interested on too cheap or too im- 
mature a level. The intellectual task 
has its own claims which it has a right 
to exercise, and we miss them some- 
times when we allow the student to 
think that the final measuring rod for 
the importance of the job is his own 
uncriticized desire of the moment. 


The same fault can be found, I be- 
lieve, with the pragmatic philosophy 
from which the progressive movement 
came. Of course the truth should be 
practical, and of course we should have 
an eye to its results. But pragmatism, 
with its extreme concern for results, 
is a philosophy for the childhood of 
the individual or the race. It is the 
child or primitive man who is con- 
cerned merely with results. Maturity 
brings other interests. 


Consider, for example, the changes 
that have occurred in such a concep- 
tion as justice. Justice may have been 
observed in primitive life because it 
worked well. But today if we obey it 
only because we think it works well 
we miss the point of what it is. We 
reverence it because it is justice, not 
because it is useful or pleasant. Or 
take the case of sexual love. Physical 
love may have been necessary in the 
life of primitive man in order to get 
another generation born. But today 
the chief reason for getting another 
generation born is that the ideals of 
spiritual love may continue. In other . 
words there comes a time in our life 
as individuals or as a race when we 
see certain ideals as ends in them- 
selves, and the difference between ani- 
mal and human life is that human 
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beings are able to reach out after ends 
and goals of this kind. 


Sometimes you see a similar transi- 
tion occur in college. A boy comes to 
college thinking he is going to use the 
truth for his own purposes. He will 
employ it to become rich or famous 
or to fulfill some other ambition. But 
sometimes, during the four years of 
college life, he becomes aware of the 
purposes the truth may have for him. 
When that happens, education has 
really done its job. 


After all, you and I who belong to 
the middle generation must remember 
that there are certain disadvantages 
in our lot. Our teachers and parents 
disciplined us in the past and our 
students and children discipline us 
today. There is no one left to dis- 
cipline except ourselves and we must 
be sure that we do a good job of it. 
Discipline is a word in bad odor to- 
day, but all of us know that it is a 
glorious word when rightly inter- 
preted. The discipline of the mind 
which Socrates taught was a discipline 
that contained power. And just as 
Socrates taught the inevitability of 
certain rules of thought, so I think 
we should make more of an attempt 
to find for ourselves the inevitable 
rules of taste, of appreciation, and also 
of moral conduct that influence all our 
life as rational beings. The rules of 
taste and conduct are not so easy to 
analyze as those of logic. But I be- 
lieve that they are imbedded in the 
process of being reasonable and oper- 
ate as surely and indubitably in the 
other areas of life as they do in the 
activities that are strictly intellectual. 


What I have said about truth as an 
end in itself may sound as though I 
were advocating a return to the ivory 
tower. You will realize, I am sure, 
that nothing is further from my pur- 
pose. I believe, however, that we can 
be practical in the most complete sense 
of the word by engaging at times in 
activities which have little connection 
with the immediate practical aims of 
the moment. The lives of the mys- 
tics give us the clearest indication of 
this. The mystics, you will recall, 
withdrew from life that they might 
return to it with greater vigor. Ra- 
phael’s Transfiguration catches the 
moment when Jesus was on the moun- 
tain top with Moses and Elijah, but 
down in the corner of the picture is 
the demoniac boy waiting on the plain. 
The moment of vision led to the act 
of healing and the picture would have 
been incomplete if it had omitted 
either incident. I sometimes think 
that one of the great services of art 
is to drive home to us this lesson of 
the rhythm of life. 


In the old days, when we were able 
to visit Millet’s Angelus at the 
Louvre, some of you may remember 
that we found it hung in such a way 
that it reflected the images of those 
who passed in front of it. One day as I 
looked at it I felt this was a symbol of 
the picture’s universal appeal. It was 
reflecting human life, especially in its 
rhythm of work, rest, and worship. 
The subject matter suggested these, of 
course, but it seemed to me that the 
form and design of the picture were 
themselves indicative of the great 
rhythms of experience. The same les- 
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son is taught by César Franck’s won- 
derful quintet for piano and strings. 
At the outset the four strings issue a 
tremendous pronunciamento as if to 
say: “We will climb the highest heav- 
ens and bring back the truth available 
there.” But this mood of sublime con- 
fidence is followed by a passage in 
which the piano counsels moderation, 
humility, and control, with reliance 
on forces that are found not merely in 
one’s self. Then the five instruments 
unite to convey the presence of a su- 
pernatural calmness, as if the spirit of 
God were brooding upon the face of 
the waters and the silence were tense 
with the promise of things to come. 
The rhythm of moods is clear and I 
think it is one deeply true to the na- 
ture of experience. 

No, the appeal to the mind with its 
standards and goals for education need 
not mean the appeal to a merely one- 
sided, bookish, or verbalistic ideal. To 
appeal to the standards of the mind 
and to seek them out in their mystery 
and their power will mean a return 
with greater insight to the turmoil of 
the emotions and the problems of the 
will. Ideas in isolation are sterile, 
but the natural rhythms of life, if we 
rightly understand them, will help us 
to bring our ideas to bear on questions 
of taste and conduct and will bring 
an enrichment of life possible in no 
other way. 

Let me try to illustrate this by re- 
ferring to three of the greatest build- 
ings of the world and the philosophies 
of life they seem to me to stand for. 
One day as I stood before the famous 
Taj Mahal in Agra it seemed to me 
that I was in the presence of a build- 


ing where the last stroke of the archi- 
tect’s pencil had been completed and 
the last word of beauty been spoken. 
The building is so completely har- 
monious, with its rhythm of towers, 
minarets and domes, that nothing can 
be added. When I went to the Mos- 
lem service at the great mosque in 
Delhi I felt that the Moslem religion 
itself brought this same sense of final- 
ity. The uniform kneeling, prostrat- 
ing, and rising made one think of 
nothing so much as an army at drill. 
But the commands made to an army 
have their own finality. They are not 
to be questioned. Individuality or 
freedom may not be shown. To join 
such an army is to win the dignity of 
association with a great cause but at 
the expense of liberty of thought and 
action. This religion, I reflected, is a 
religion of tradition, where novelty 
or innovation is at a discount. In the 
beginning was the word, but the word 
became stone. 


A few weeks later I was in Madura 
in southern India where I visited the 
great Hindu temple of Menakshi. 
Here the impression is totally differ- 
ent. The gopurams or towers are cov- 
ered with hundreds of images of gods 
and each image has half a dozen arms 
and legs. The effect is not of finality 
but fecundity, and it is heightened by 
the sprawling nature of the temple 
itself, covering acres of ground with- 
out an easily recognizable plan. Hin- 
duism itself, I reflected, is like this. 
It has included opposing ideas with- 
out regard to their consistency. The 
people believe in millions of gods, yet 
the holy men are extreme in their 
affirmation of the existence of one Be- 
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ing alone. Some sects are fanatical 
in their asceticism, others uncontrolled 
in their sensuality. It is as though the 
jungle itself with its law of quick 
flowering and quick decay, of tangled, 
unplanned and unrestricted growth 
had affected the feverish rise and fall 
of philosophical systems. Here is life 
indeed, but life without a plan. 


I cite these examples not to cast 
scorn upon other religions than our 
own. At a time like the present when 
it is of the highest importance that we 
see what is good in other creeds and 
when the ideal of a united nations is 
struggling to be born it would be ex- 
tremely inappropriate to vaunt the su- 
periority of our tradition to all others. 
I would suggest merely that all over 
the world, in our country as else- 
where, there are people who worship 
at the Taj Mahal and others who 


worship at the temple of Menakshi. 
The first are the traditionalists, con- 
tent with ideas from the past, telling 
us that we can’t change human nature, 
and pursuing in education and in pol- 
itics alike the road that has always led 


to destruction. These people must 
be made to realize that with all its 
beauty the Taj is a tomb and those 
who worship there have come under 
the spell of death. 


The other group worships at the 
altar of life, but it is life uncontrolled 
and unaffected by ideas. They are the 
ones for whom the all important con- 
sideration is the fleeting desire of the 
moment. They tell us that man is 
only an acquisitive creature, that he 
cannot learn to plan his life nor that 
of society, and that nations can have 
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no law but that of the jungle. But 
theirs in the last analysis is a dream 
world and the dream is a feverish one. 

The third building is the great 
mosque of Santa Sophia in Istanbul 
built originally by Justinian as a 
Christian church. As you stand in this 
building underneath the great central 
dome with the half domes on each 
side and look at the corridors leading 
off to the four distant corners you have 
the feeling of being at the center of 
the universe. The world seems to 
stretch out from you in all directions. 
The impression given is not of final- 
ity, nor yet of fecundity, but of poten- 
tiality, and especially the infinite po- 
tentiality of the human spirit. For 
you see that the darkness of the mys- 
terious corridors is relieved by the 
light which streams in through the 
windows of the cupola and it seems 
as though you were in the presence 
of life facing the mystery of its own 
growth and its own destiny, under the 
influence and guidance of light from 
above. 


It does not matter so much how you 
define this light, or whether you call 
it reason or revelation. If it is reason, 
surely it comes with all the force of 
revelation to many of our natural in- 
stincts, and if it is revelation, surely it 
must be reasonable, for how could 
God speak to man except in a reason- 
able way? The name of the building 
therefore seems entirely appropriate 
—“Hagia Sophia,” as it is in Greek, 
“Sacred Window,” for the wisdom we 
seek is truly sacred in its implications 
and its authority. 

The important point to keep in 
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mind, then, is that light from above 
is available for ourselves and for our 
students, and that this light can play 
upon and influence the forces of life, 
dark and mysterious and inexplicable 
as they often seem to be. I believe 
that our central task in education is to 
seek this light by following the paths 
of reason to the utmost of our abilities, 
confident that when we really find it, 


it will bring true illumniation, show- 
ing its relevance to the living issues 
that trouble our emotions and so often 
thwart our wills, and sustaining our 
confidence while it points the way. 
For, as the philosopher Riehl reminds 
us, the eternal values are man’s com- 
panions in his struggle upwards, just 
as are the stars when he journeys 
across the plains.

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Grist to Our Mill: A Summary 


ADELE C. STARBIRD 


The note most frequently sounded 
at the Chicago Convention of the 
Council of Guidance and Personnel 
Associations was the need for democ- 
racy in education, and the need for 
an education leading to democracy at 
all its levels, local, national, and in- 
ternational. 


Roosevelt College in Chicago, ac- 
cording to its president, Dr. Edward 
J. Sparling, has established democ- 
racy by electing a Board of Trustees 
composed of faculty members, Jews, 
Negroes, women (the largest minority 
group) and representatives of both 
business and labor. Thus no special 
interest group can control policy. The 
purpose of the college is to provide 
education for its 6,000 students on a 
basis of equality. An elaborate test- 
ing program shows that potentiality is 
not distributed according to color lines, 
racial make-up, or socio-economic 
class. Dr. Sparling suggested the re- 
writing of some of our textbooks to 
avoid perpetuating ignorance and 
prejudice in our students. 


Dean Hilda A. Davis of Talladega 
College urged deans to maintain an 
objective attitude toward minority 
groups. She thinks it unwise to coun- 
sel Negroes to prepare vocationally 
only for those fields in which they are 
certain of getting jobs, since Negroes 
are now faced with numerous voca- 
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tional opportunities heretofore closed 
to them, and find that none of their 
group is prepared for these opportu- 
nities. 

Residence halls can activate democ- 
racy, said Mrs. Christine Y. Conoway, 
of Ohio State University, by bringing 
into intimate contact people of differ- 
ent races, creeds, and cultures, to live 
and work together as individuals with 
a common goal, not as stereotyped 
representatives of various groups. 
Since citizens are made by the experi- 
ence of citizenship, and since thirty 
million American women failed to 
vote in the last election, the problem 


* is to motivate the dormitory residents 


for action, to channel the “arm-chair 
gripe” into constructive change. 

Mrs. Berthe LeBeau of William 
Woods College stressed the correla- 
tion of the college life of. the student 
with the community and church, for 
if the students remain passive, we 
shall lose democracy. 

“There are none who want their 
freedom more than those who have 
never before experienced it,” said 
Mrs. Mary C. Bromage, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. For this reason 
self-government is more palatable 
and efficacious than super-imposed dis- 
cipline. According to the report of 
the Harvard Committee on “General 
Education in a Free Society: “It is 
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only when the student faces the actual 
difficulties of governing by democracy 
that he begins to appreciate the com- 
plexity of a free society. To learn 
to resist pressure, to discover the 
power of a minority, to have free 
speech used against one, to prescribe 
rules and then to abide by them, is 
training of the first order.” 

The question is: how much self- 
government? At the University of 
California, “The students have so 
large a measure of self-control that 
they handle their own money, amount- 
ing to some millions of dollars, oper- 
ate their daily paper, own and operate 
two student buildings, manage the 
athletic program, with the power not 
only to hire, but to fire, the football 
coaches.” Mrs. Ruth N. Donnelly 
feels that students handle the disci- 
pline and the social program of the 
residence halls at least as well as their 
counselors have ever done. 

At Bryn Mawr College, the stu- 
dents have complete self-government, 
and at Antioch College, the students 
join with faculty and administration 
in a commuity government. 


William B. Welsh, president of the 
National Student Association, does 
not regard discipline as the prime 
function of student government, and 
considers it ineffective unless the 
whole student body assumes the re- 
sponsibility. Problems are not solved, 
he said, merely by writing a beautiful 
Constitution. “I don’t know how 
many times this year I have heard 
that some student government was re- 
writing its Constitution.” 

Mrs. Catherine J. Robbins, of Pasa- 
dena City College, pointed out that 
student participation is not a modern 
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fad or frill. The medieval universities 

made use of faculty-student relations 

outside the lecture halls to facilitate 

the exchange of ideas, a tradition still 

carried on at Oxford and Cambridge. 
x *k * * 

A second concern was for the intel- 
lectual life of the students. Dr. Ernest 
T. Walker, of the University of Chi- 
cago, was quoted: “A definite rela- 
tion exists between student academic 
success and the place of dwelling dur- 
ing attendance at college. Residence 
halls had the most successful students. 
The college does have a custodial 
function and is as responsible for 
securing proper student housing as for 
providing proper classroom instruc- 
tion.” 

Academic averages, as well as par- 
ticipation in students affairs, is higher 
when students live in single rooms, 
said Mrs. Katherine K. Carmichael, 
of the University of North Carolina. 
The residence hall should be a place 
of intellectual ferment. 

Margaret Pickel, Dean of Univer- 
sity Women at Columbia University, 
spoke vigorously in favor of a higher 
intellectual standard, saying that 
physical comfort is not enough. Resi- 
dence halls should provide a climate 
for the mind. Faculty women should 
be invited to live in the halls. They 
should be carefully chosen members 
of the teaching staff, not necessarily 
young, but necessarily intellectual; 
not necessarily good-looking, but 
necessarily vivid and lively; not neces- 
sarily well-adjusted, but necessarily 
interested in the play of minds. Wis- 
dom and gayety go together. 

Libraries for residence halls, record 
collections, subscriptions to the better 
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magazines, and loan collections of 
good pictures to be rented by the stu- 
dents for their rooms, were some of 
the techniques indicated as success- 
fully stimulating intellectual and cul- 
tural interests. 


* * * * 


How to increase the prestige of the 
teacher in order to bring more recruits 
into the profession was the subject 
of one discussion. Reference was made 
to a resolution passed at the recent 
NEA Conference on Higher Educa- 
tion that it should be brought to the 
attention of college presidents that 
there should be as much prestige and 
reward for good teaching as for re- 
search. “The best recruitment force 
in the world is the good teacher who 
likes his job.” Miss Anna L. Keaton, 
of Illinois State Normal University, 
stressed the importance of good 
grooming and attractive dress for 
teachers. 


Dr. James G. Miller, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, urged all coun- 
selors to submit to some form of 
therapeutic analysis, in order to keep 
a sane mind, free from bias. In dis- 
cussing his paper, Miss Kate H. 
Mueller, of Indiana University, listed 
the hazards implicit in the work of 
the counselor. Since the hours of serv- 
ice are long, and the age of our clients 
is different from ours, we must seek 
stimulation from contacts with our 
own age level. We must not yield to 
the constant temptation to do, rather 
than to think and read. Our failures 
and necessary compromises lead to 
frustrations which must be balanced 
by some form of emotional release. 


Not more than 20% of the students 


expressing a need for counseling can 
be reached by individual counseling 
under our present set-up, said Miss 
Esther M. Dimchevsky, of the Uni- 
versity of Denver. Group counseling 
can be used effectively in many areas. 
We must be alert to interpret the 
signs of emotional disturbance in a 
student. The student who dresses too 
carefully and the student who is care- 
less of her appearance are both in need 
of help at the deeper level. Anything 
and everything may be a symptom of 
some inner stress. 

The question of Communist infil- 
tration in the National Student Asso- 
ciation was raised by Dean Hilda 
Threlkeld, of the University of 
Louisville. The answer was that 
while the International Student Asso- 
ciation is definitely communist-domi- 
nated, our own national group has 
been cleared by our government. 


* * * * 


Only one session was devoted to the 
guidance problems of rural boys and 
girls whose total number is larger and 
whose needs for guidance are greater 
than those of any other group. This 
was. one of the few sessions in which 
we saw guidance at work—a rural 
first grade teacher, Mrs. Cecil Wilson, 
who has 73 children in her class this 
winter, told how she was trying to 
meet their individual needs; My. 
Glyn Morris, Principal of Evarts 
High School, described the demo- 
cratic process by which he, his teach- 
ers, and pupils were working together 
to make the school better; Dr. Tracy 
Jones, a physician of the County, told 
about the progress being made in the 
health examination of first grade chil- 
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dren; another principal, Mr. John 
Boyd, described a method of helping 
retarded readers in high school to ac- 
quire the reading skills that had been 
neglected in lower grades during war 
years; Mr. Luther Safreit reported 
on the intensive training course in vo- 
cational information that had been 
given to counselors from each high 
school by the Kentucky State Em- 
ployment Service. All these persons 
came from Harlan County, Kentucky, 
to make their reports of progress in 
basic developmental guidance carried 
on in the face of almost insurmount- 
able difficulties. This is the only way 
we shal! make real progress—by 


recognizing, defining, and working on 
specific problems in local communities 
until they are really solved. 


* * * * 


Professor Harold Taylor, of Sarah 
Lawrence College, noted that -the 
world is placing more and more re- 
liance upon force, and far too little 
upon peaceful persuasion. It is im- 
portant for the college to develop, in 
its students the arts of persuasion, and 
a confidence in that method. 

There was a note of urgency in 
many of the speeches. The time is 
short for accomplishing our goals; “It 
is later than you think”!

Delta Kappa Gamma Award 


For the second time the Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma Society announces the 
Educator’s Award of one thousand 
dollars. It will be given for the most 
significant contribution to education 
written by a woman during the years 


1946-1947-1948. The first Award 
was made in August, 1946 at the na- 
tional convention in San Francisco to 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher for her study 
Our Young Folks. The regulations 
governing the Award are as follows: 
1. The Delta Kappa Gamma Edu- 
cator’s Award will be granted in 
August, 1948, at the national con- 
vention. It will be given to a wom- 
an who has published a study which 
in the opinion of the Panel of 
Judges is the most significant con- 
tribution to education made by a 
woman in the years 1946-1947- 
1948 (latest publication date April 
1, 1948). 
2. The Panel of Judges will be 
made up of three members of the 
Delta Kappa Gamma Society and 
two men of national reputation as 
educators. The members of this 
panel have been chosen by the Na- 
tional Committee on Awards by 


preferential ballot. 

3. The publication chosen may be 
investigative or creative. However, 
the original intent of the Award 
was that it should encourage edu- 
cational research. Therefore, the 
Panel of Judges will be urged to 
give special attention to the evalua- 
tion of investigative publications. 
4. Because of the current crisis in 
education, special consideration will 
be given to research in the selection 
of teachers and vital contributions 
to the education of teachers. How- 
ever, in making the Award the 
quality of the study, the probable 
extent of its influence, and its ulti- 
mate effect upon the improvement 
of techniques of selection and teach- 
er education will be balanced against 
other factors of similar and equal 
importance to education. 

5. Recommendations of works to be 
considered by the Panel of Judges 
may be made in a letter addressed 
to the Delta Kappa Gamma Na- 
tional Headquarters, 804 Little- 
field Building, Austin, Texas; at- 
tention: Chairman, Panel of Judges 
for Educator’s Award.
